A fter an exhaustive study of real 
estate values in Cook county, the 
County Assessor has determined 
upon a reduction of 25 per cent on 
the assessments on all real estate 
in the county for the 1932 real es­ 
tate roll. It is a horizontal reduc­ 
tion reflecting the changes in val­ 
ues of real property between 1931 
and 1932. 
Real 
estate 
assessments 
are 
normally made every 
four years. 
The last quadrennial appraisal and 
assessment was made for 1931. In 
the light of changed economic val­ 
ues between 1931 and 1932, howev­ 
er, the County Assessor has exer­ 
cised the powers which the Asses 
sor has under the assessment law, 
to pass on this change in the form 
of a reduction 
to all owners 
of 
lands and 
improvements 
in this 
county. 
This action will affect every tax- 
paying real estate owner in Cook 
county. It will affect the revenues 
of the State of Illinois and every lo­ 
cal government in Cook county. Its 
effects are so widespread that it 
should 
be explained 
and made 
clear to every citizen. Taxation has 
been for years a favorite subject 
of discussion, both public and pri­ 
vate.

The benefits which farm er’s can 
expect from the purchase of a fire 
track by the Palatine rural fire pro­ 
tection 
league w’ere graphically 
showm Tuesday when fire destroyed 
a five-room house in the Smith and 
Dawrson subdivision on Rand road 
near State road north of Arlington 
Heights. Palatine’s fire departm ent 
w’as called and responded with the 
old track. 
The departm ent was not called 
immediately, and this coupled with 
the truck’s slow speed, resulted in 
the firemen getting there too late. 
.The building was completely de­ 
stroyed, a loss of about $3,500, or 
more than twice the cost of the pro­ 
posed truck. 
Had the league been in opera­ 
tion, the householder would have 
called 
promptly, 
the 
apparatus 
w’ould have gotten to the fire at a 
speed twice as great as that of the 
old track, and the house could have 
been saved. 
Under the proposed plans of the 
league, every farm er 
having IQ 
acres or more is ashed to contribute 
$10, and each rural resident hav­ 
ing less than IO acres $5. This will 
be their only cost for the life of 
the track—some 20 years or more. 
The village has agreed to house the 
apparatus free, and 
the Palatine 
fire departm ent to man it. 
Ju st w hat will be 
done should 
any non-members ask for aid will 
be decided at a 
meeting of the 
league members. Insurance com­ 
panies are cooperating in putting 
the 
idea 
across, and President 
Whealan of the county board has 
favored the contributing of money 
by the county in return for protec­ 
tion to Camp Reinberg. 
•Soliciting of memberships is pro­ 
gressing rapidly, and the success of 
the plan is

The farm ers of Illinois are com­ 
ing to the front in defense of tho 
property owners, farm and home, 
both real and personal. 
It is startling indeed to note th at 
over the whole United States the 
farm er is receiving about $75u an­ 
nual gross income, while in Illinois, 
he is paying, on the average, ap­ 
proximately $250.00 property tax. 
Likewise, it is regrettable that in­ 
dividuals on all sides 
are losing 
their homes, not only farm but city 
and village homes and the whole 
condition of affairs should make it 
rather unattractive to own property 
because of the excessive levy which 
we call taxes. 
Recognizing th at it is impossible 
to relieve real property of its dis­ 
proportionate burden 
of taxation 
and to secure a modern equitable 
revenue system under the present 
provisions of our State 
Constitu­ 
tion, and th at such relief is of vital 
importance to every farm and homo 
owner of this State, the Farm Bu­ 
reau of this and other countios is 
circulating a petition to all the cit­ 
izens and electors of the State of 
Illinois, requesting the officers of 
the Illinois Agricultural Associa­ 
tion to urge upon his Excellency, 
Henry Horner, Governor of Illinois, 
the imperative need of calling a 
special session of the Fifty-eighth 
General Assembly for the exclusive 
purpose 
of 
proposing 
proper 
amendments to the revenue article 
of the State Constitution for adop­ 
tion or rejection by the electors at 
the general election on November 
6, 1934. 
They further respectfully peti­ 
tion and request the Fifty-eighth 
General Assemby, when called into 
special session for this purpose to 
propose amendment of -Sections I, 
2, 3, 9 and IO, of Article IX, the 
Revenue Article, to provide: 
1. That the present limitations 
which prevent an equitable distri­ 
bution of the tax 
burden 
be re­ 
moved. 
2. That the total general property 
taxes shall not exceed $1.00 on the 
$100.00 fair cash value unless the 
excess is approved by referendum 
vote. 
3. That no further indebtedness 
shall be incurred by a taxing dis­ 
trict without a referendum vote. 
4. That the 
General Assembly 
may by general law 
enacted by 
two-thirds vote distribute State 
revenues among local taxing dis­ 
tricts. 
It is evident to all of us that the 
State Revenue Act are inadequate, 
antiquated, and insufficient for pres­ 
ent needs; that the burden is un­ 
fairly distributed and it is with this 
thought in mind that the Farm Bu­ 
reau leadership, is working through 
its membership and begging aid of 
owners of property of all kinds to 
bring about a more equitable and 
a more fair distribution of the bur­ 
den. 
It is not the thought of the farm 
organization, in putting forth this 
effort of protecting property own­ 
ers against this excessive burden, 
to reduce the effectiveness or the 
sendees of the taxing bodies to the 
public but rather than the “juice 
shall be squeezed out of any un­ 
necessary plums” and th at the bur­ 
den shall be distributed over a larg­ 
er base and th at the now non-tax­ 
payer w’ho in many instances is en­ 
joying an income much in excess 
of the taxpayer shall be b ro u g h in­ 
to the group and made to bear his 
fair share of the public’s burden. 
We are confronted with the fact 
that while the farm ers of the State 
of Illinois represent 124>2 per cent 
of the population, they are paying 
20 per cent of the taxes and at the 
same time receiving only 5 per cent 
of the state’s income. 
We know’, 
therefore, that ail of our fair mind­ 
ed people will appreciate the farm ­ 
er’s attitude in making 
this ap­ 
proach to fairness to the farm ers 
themselves but an approach to fair­ 
ness equally as 
emphatic to the 
non-farmer property owmer.
